Canadian Club Secures Services of Woiid-Famous Diplo- 
mat and Statesman for this Afternoon 



MEETING STARTS AT FIVE 0 CLOCK IN THE UNION 



Principal Peterson, Dean Moyse, Dean Walton and Other 
Notables will be Present 



His Kxcellency the Ri^ht Hon. Jas, 
Brycc, Uritisb AiiibuBHador at Wtisb- 
ington, will addreas the McGlll Oan- 
iiJiiin Cliil) thia afternoon at 5 prm. 

When it was learnt tliut Mr. Bryce 
was cciiinnt; to Montreal, the execut- 
ive of the Cunadiun Club at once i 
wired to Washington and aaked him 
to Hpeak at McGlU. To their great 
deHt;ht they received a reply yester- 
day afternoon stating that be would 
be able to come, 

Mr. Bryce is one of tfie most fam- 
ous men at present in diplomatic cir- 
cles. He has had a long and brilli- 
ant care<M' us an M.l'., Minister of 
the Urown and lastly, us the Ltilef 
Ambassador of the British Empire. 

He is a well-known authority, on 
education, especinlly at universitKes. 
He is a Bradiiatc of Glasgow Univer- 
sity and a scholar of Trinity Col- 
lège, Oxford. He first entered the 
British House of Commons ia 18S0, 
atid for many years was regarded as 
one of tbe strong men of tbe Liberal 
party. In 1892 he beoame-a membar 
of the Cabinet, hcKng the Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancashire. In 1894 
he Was made PrcsUlent of the Board 
of Trade, one, of tho most important 
positions on the ('al)iiiPt. Thf same 
year he became tlic head of the Sec- 
ondary Schools. 

After the Liberals returned to pow- 
er he was sent to thî lînlted States 
as the nritish Ambassador, which 
post he has occupied ever since. It 



has been said that the great feeling 
of friendshii) which has existed be- 
tween Crftut Britain and the United 
States during the last six or seven 
years is chiefly due to Mr. Bryce's 
wonderful ability as a diplomat. 

Hut distinguishod as Mr. Hryce has 
been in the realms of politics and 
diplomacy, he is also famed the 
world over for a dideront reason. 

His book on the Amcricaji Com- 
monwealth is regarded as nothing 
short of a masterpiece. It is the 
finest book on the subject of the 
American people that has ever been 
written. It is said that Mr. Bryce 
knows more about the Americans 
than they do themselves. Besides 
studying the peoples and govern- 
ments of North America, Mr. BrycQ 
bus also . written well known books 
on South America, and a variety of 
other topics. He has just completed 
an extensive tour of Australia and 
New Zealand. 

So that McGill students will boar 
this evening one of the most prom- 
inont' iiien of tbe British Ehnpire, a 
man wtio has made a place tor him- 
self in history, not only as „ politi- 
cian and a diplomat, but also as a 
writer on political science. It is 
hoped that every member of the Uni- 
versity will avail himself of this op- 
portunity of hearing n really groat 
man. The 'meeting will take place at 
five o'clock in tbe big ball of tbe 
Union. Principal Peterson will be in 
the chair.

ceipts of the .\tlileiic Clubs, ihrotigh adverse weather 
conditions and other causes, have not been .'is larjje as 
was expected, even if these receipts had been aUfjlilented 
it is iiiijiriibable that the foiiiuil would thereby be en- 
■ibUd 111 sliiiw e\ en ,i sin. ill surplus. Last year there

I'lrsllv We llllisl icusidii ihe debt .ille.idv mcurrcd 
and lidu Id pav il; secoiidlv the possibility ol still fur- 
ther iiu reasiiig the debt and ajid how lo avoid if. This 
no doubt, will be I'tiUy di.scussed at the annual meeting 
of the Slndenls Society on the nineteenth of the month, 
and some way out of the difficulty will probably be 
found. However," .some suggestions in these columns 
,ire in Older .it llie preseiil time and iiiav help to sume 
e.xtent in clearing the .itmospliere before the time for 
final action comes. 

With regard lo the first consideration, ilamely, that 
of the debt and liinv to meet il, two solutions of the 
problem pieseiu l lieiiisi 1 ves. The first of these is that 
a direct la.x be levied on each iiiulergradiiale enjoying 
the benefits derived in the accumulation of the debt. This 
might be done either by ta.xing tlie caution money (if 
this is feasible) or by requiring the individual to a/.y 
directlv dill of bis (iwii pinUel. The second method 
would be the iiu ( irpora ling ol tile Student's i^ociety (if 
jiossiblel ill siuli .i way that each individual iiieiiiber of 
the societv would become directly liable hir his share of 
any debt which might be contracted by the society; bor- 
rowing the money It) pay up the i)resenl deficit in full, 
and paying off the loan gradually as is being done now 
at Queens. 

The second considération ])resenls a more difficult 
and complicated problem. However it can easily be seen 
that cither our rcveinie must he increased or a decrease 
must be made in our ex))en(liltires. Increasing the re- 
venue me. Ills .111 iiKic.ise in tile .iiiioiinl each student pays 
into tile Universal I'Ce, while decreasing the expendi- 
tures will i)robably entail the withdrawal of financial 
support from certain of the minor athletic clubs, and 
general economy with regard to all other student activi- 
ties. Of tlie.se two alternatives the first is probably the 
best or at least will be the most ii(i|Milar. Il would 
be rallier diffiiiill Id (lecidi.' wliicli dubs should receive 
snp|)(irt and wliii li should not, and il is not unlikely that 
any move towards shutting down on any of these or- 
gani/at ions would iiieet with strong opposition. 

.\s pointed dill alidVe this will be more fullv discuss- 
ed, along with ,ili iitlicr ipiestious (if nioiiieiit to the un- 
dergraduate body , at the general meeting next Wednes- 
day; but we would recommend that every man take 
them under consideration in order that he will be better 
able to reach "n-tc definite conclusion on these vital 
matters when for decision arrives.

Several. members of the council have expressed them- 
selves as being j;reallv surprised tb.it .1 p.ir.ide slioidd be 
contemplated wit bout their knowledge. The Uict that 
to nights meeting is not conducted under the auspices of 
the council renders their feeling about the matter even 
stronger. 

Wc simiily present these tacts to the first year for 
their con.sidcralion. We trust no unple.isant incidents 
will occur, but we wish to endorse the attitude of the 
council, that, it they do occur, the responsibility tor 
them will rest with the first year, not with the Students 
Cotmcil.

Bis. Besides being Canon of West-

baiii of Her Majesty the lute Queen 
'TlAoria. He was Bishop of Ripon 
trom 1884 to 1911.

Commenting on tbis and the great 
extent of the territory, Mr. Clerguc 
went on to say that it waH tbi' land 
of opportunity for young men. IJfo 
up there woul<l probalily, lie said, be 
too strenuous for the grey beards 
and the Imld beads be bad lectured 
to down town, but a young man 
would find it exhiliarating. 

The reason tor tbe neglect of this 
new Injid was that in tbe pa^t civil- 
ization had followed the line of least 
resistencc. (Geological forces had er- 
ected in the Kaurentian plateau a 
barrier and in th3 Oreat Lakes wa- 
terway an entrance, hence civiliza- 
tion had gone west; now the north 
would come in to her own. 

Perhaps the most important fact 
revealed to many at tbe meeting was 
tbe possible utilisation of ttie Hud- 
son Bay as a water route, not to 
Bngland, but to Montreal. From 
Port Nelson to James Bay was a 
water route of over four hundred 
iiilles. This is a lnni^iT water route 
ihiin tbat .iflorili-d hy hakes Superior 
and Huron. Its present value is not 
groat, but when the northwest is ro- 
ally opened up It will undoubtedly 
lie used.
